Cranberry Is 
Back to Make 
Cooks Happy

NOTHING is so enthusiastically 
greeted after a few months 
absence from our markets as the 
scarlet, provocative cranberry. 
Whether you serve it as.a sauce, 
jelly, cocktail, pie, cake or omelet 
dripping with the sparkling red 
juice, it adds flavor and gay color 
to fall and winter menus. 

These berries are delightfully 
obliging, wherever they appear in 
your menu. Of course, you should 
not serve them in more than one 
way in the same menu, since the 
flavor is so distinctive. 


While the cranberry season ex- 
tends over the entire winter, it is 
always wise to cook up an extra 
kettle of sauce or jelly and put it 
into sterilized glasses for conveni- 
ent use or for storing it for your 
spring and next summer meals.

Cranberry Juice Cocktail 


Cook together 4 cups cranber- 
ries and 4 cups water until the 
berries pop open. If you like a 
clear cranberry juice strain 
through “’cheese cloth. If you 
like a cocktail with more body, 
press some of the pulp through a 
fine seive. Return to the fire, add 
2/3 cup sugar and boil 2 minutes. 
Chill thoroughly and serve in cold 
glasses with tiny cocktail sausages 
or snappy canapes. My family 
likes a dash of cinnamon blended 
well with the juice. 


Cranberry Upside Down Cake 


Melt 3 tablespoons butter and 
1 cup sugar in a frying pan. Add 
1 cup washed berries and then 
pour in the following batter: 
cream together 12 cup shortening, 
slowly add 1 cup sugar, beating 
until fluffy. Add 2 well-heaten 
eggs and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Mix 
and sift 3 cups flour, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder and % teaspoon 
salt. Add to the creamed mixture 
alternately with 1 cup milk. Pour 
over the cranberries. If you wish 
the cranberries and batter can be 
divided into 6 individual baking 
dishes. Bake in a moderate oven 
45 minutes. Serve with sweetened 
whipped cream. 


Cranberry Meringue Pie 


Cook together 134 cups sugar 
and % cup cold water until a 
syrup is formed. Add 4 cups wash- 
ed cranberries and cook until the 
skins stop popping. Cool slightly. 
Mix together 2 tablespoons fiour, 
Y, teaspoon salt and the yolks of 
4 eggs. When smooth ‘stir in 3 
tablespoons of juice from the ber- 
ries, then add the egg mixture to 
the berries and: cook 3 minutes. 
Stir in 2 tablespoons butter and 
1 teaspoon vanilla and set aside to 
cool. Turn the filling into a deep, 
cooked pie crust, cover with a mer- 
ingue made from the stiffly whip- 
ped egg whites and 5 tablespoons 
powdered sugar. Place in a slow 
oven to brown and set the mer- 
ingue. & 

} Cranberry Molds 
/ Pickle Over cranberries, wash and 
measure 2 cups. Add % cup water 
and cook until the skins burst. 
Rub through a fine sieve and. re- 
turn to the saucepan. Add 1 cup 
sugar and stir until dissolved. Boil 
5 minutes. Pour into small gela- 
tine molds that have been rinsed 
with cold water. Immediately be-
